Consi deration of price in terms of best value and affordability may be controlling circunstances where two or nore proposal are

ot herwi se adjudged equal or when a technically superior proposal is at a higher price or one that the Governnent cannot afford.

As part of the evaluation, proposals shall be reviewed to identify any significant unbal anced pricing. |n accordance with FAR 15.404.1
(g), i.e., Unbalanced Pricing, a proposal may be rejected if the contracting officer determnes the |ack of balance poses an
unacceptabl e risk to the Governnent.

Rating Criteria

Deficiency - A material failure of a proposal to neet the USG requirement or a conbination of significant weaknesses in a
proposal that increases the risk of unsuccessful contract performance to an unacceptable |evel w thout inmmediate corrective
action.

The of feror has a marginal understandi ng of key product/process characteristics and quality control techniques and their essential value
for performance. The offeror illustrates a marginal understanding of the requirenents for controlling/nonitoring critical defects, the
i nportance of nmintaining the necessary Acceptance |nspection Equi pnent (AlIE) capabilities for performance.

Unacceptable: The offeror has very little of the required manufacturing, production, and assenbly equi pnent for produci ng extruded
alumnumrelated itens. There is mninal know edge of electronic equipnment, |aboratory facilities, scrap disposal equipnent, autonated
assenbly equi pnent, inspection equipnment (for the detection of critical defects), and test equipnment. The offeror fails to identify the
importance of incorporating a uniform managenent phil osophy and managenent plans (Quality Assurance, Technical Data Control, Production
Control and Vendor Control) and | eaves extrene doubt that the required effort can be perforned. The offeror has a |imted understanding
of key product/process characteristics and quality control techniques and their essential value for performance. The offeror |acks the
ability to recognize certain requirenments for controlling/nmonitoring critical defects, the inportance of maintaining Acceptance

I nspecti on Equi pment (Al E) capabilities for performance.

The USG reserves the right to performon-site surveys of any or all offerors for verification purposes.
Past Perfornmance (including the sub-factors of On-Tinme Delivery and Quality) will each be rated as Unacceptabl e/ H gh Performance Ri sk,
Adequat e/ Moder at e Performance Ri sk, Excellent/Low Performance Ri sk or Neutral based on the foll ow ng.

O ferors are advised that while an offeror will not be evaluated either favorably or unfavorably for having Neutral past perfornance,
that Neutral rating can be considered during a trade-off analysis with other offerors who have a performance rating other than Neutral.
